using Paris green, until the great demand 
and high price offered to dealers great 
temptations to adulterate. The danger 
from adulteration is not that Paris green is 
mixed with anything more poisonous, but 
with a poison which is more soluble and. 
thus more dangerous. If jflu wish to use 
Paris green, buy that which is the heaviest, 
or that which occupies the smallest bulk 
for tbe i.weight, and that which honestly 
sells at the highest price. London purple 
is much cheaper and much more bulky 
than Paris green, and hence there are not 
so many temptations to adulterate it. 
Again, in. buying cheap Paris green the 
purchaser is apt to buy a large proportion 
of plaster oX Paris or cheap Hour in the 
mixture.

It 
is that last brood which! we are now forced 
to flglit,]and, unless the severe winter and 
tbe cold, backward spring has aided great- 
Ig in their destruction, we may expect' 
more of these pests the coming season than 
during anyvyear in the past.

Hence it becomes all the more necessary 


that we should he ready to meet these 
destroyers promptly, for tbe more we can 
destroy, of the first brood the1 less of the 
second crop we shall have to fight, and if1 
we utterly destroy the second crop .there 
will be no third crop to follow. Unless 
farmers co-operate In the destruction of 
these insects we may abandon all hopes of 
ever getting rid of them. It makes but 
little difference how much care one man 
may take in destroying them,'unless his 
neighbor* seconds his efforts, he will find 
the enemy's rank daily recruited from the 
fields of his neighbors. Farmers appear 
to be slow In learning to co-operate' in the 
'labors of agriculture, and yet from the 
very nature of their avocation co-opera- 
tion is more necessary than in other 
branches. Unless farmers do associate in 
measures of extermination of insect pests, 
legislation may force each man to do his 
part and thus benefit tbe whole commu- 
nity.
